WASHINGTON, March 2.—(4)— 

President-elect Roosevelt tonight an- 
nounced the selection of Henry Mor- 
genthanu Jr., of New York, to be chair- 
man of the farm board. 
Mr. Roosevelt in the same an- 
nouncement said he proposes the re- 
grouping of all farm credit functions 
and. activities of the national govern- 
ment under one farm credit agency, 
which is expected to embrace not dnly 
such functions of the farm board as 
desirable—including tWe financing of 
co-operatives—-but also land banks, in- 
termediate credit banks, production 
Joans of the agriculture: department 
and commercial loans of regional agri- 
cultural corporations now under the 
Reconstruction Corporation. 

The next president said wheat and 
cotton stabilization operation under 
Mr. Morgenthau would be liquidated 
as rapidly as possible. 

The present chairman of the farm 
board, .ames C.. Stone, of Kentucky, 
already bad given notice of his retire- 
ment on March 4 and President Hoo- 
ver has accepted the resignation. 

Friends ‘of the president-elect were 
convinced tonight that Homér Cum- 
mings, of Connecticut, “would be his 
choice. to take the place of the late 
Senator Walsh, of Montana, as attor- 
ney-general. It is understood that 
Cummings, originally slated for gov- 
ernor-general of the Philippines, will 
hold the office temporarily and event- 
ually go on to the important insular 
post. , 

Cummiigs a close friend of 
Reosevelt and was one of his key men 
in the preconvention campaign. 

The federal land banks and the in- 
termediate credit banks now function 
under the treasury department.

To the scene of his many legislative, 


triumphs Senator Thomas J. Walsh 
returned in death tonight mourned by 
a great throng which had awaited the 
arrival of his body at the station. 

Senator Burton K. Wheeler, Sena- 
tor Walsh's colleague, and Senator 
David 1. Walsh, of Massachusetts, In 
behalf of the senate, met the — 
Limited bringing the body of the Mon- 
tana senator to Washington. 

Others present- included James 
Roosevelt, son of the president-elect; 
Colonel Campbell Hodge, military aid 
to President Hoover, who represented 
the White House. 

There were a number of Cubans 
present to express their condolences to 
the widow, the former Seriora De 
Truffin. te whom Senator Walsh was 
wed only last week.. 

Senator Walsh, © attéfney-general- 
designate, died of a heart attack early 
today near Wilson, N. C., as he was 
hurrying with his bride of five days 
to Washington to take his place in 
President-elect Roosevelt’s cabinet. 

Mrs. Walsh, whom he married in 
Havana Saturday, found him lying un- 
conscious shortly after daybreak on 
the floor of their drawing room.of At- 
lantie Coast Line Train No. 72: He 
died at 7:10 a. m. without regaining 
consciousness. Mrs. Walsh became al- 
most hysterical as she told of his 


death and required medical attention

ToSave $200,000,000 Yearly 


WASHINGTON, March 
A comprehensive program for sub- 
tracting 
$200 000,000 from the cost of the fed- 
eral government lay before President- 
elect Roosevelt tonight as-a guide 
toward economy. 

Most of the alterations may be car- 
ried out through executive orders, 
provided the senate approves tomor- 
the conference report on the 
treasury-postoffice department supply 
bill carrying broad authority for the 
incoming president to reorganize the 
government. 

The house yesterday approved the 
conference report. Senate adoption 
and signature by President Hoover 
remain before enactment 

The plan was drafted by Represent- 
ative Lewis W. Douglas, of Arizona, 
who has been appointed director of 
the budget, and Swagar Sherley, a 


' former chairman of the house appro- 
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priations committee and a Roosevelt 
advisor. 

Speaker Garner, the vice president- 
elect, in disclosing the completion of 
the program, said that if the next 
congress would give the president 
power to reduce salaries and cut vet- 
erans’ compensation that between 
$700,000,00C and $800,000,000 could 
be saved annually.

SWEEP UNCHECKED] 


TOWARD OBIECTIVE 


Chinese Defenses Crum- 
ble as Invaders Drive to 
Within 75 Miles of Cap- 
ital of Jehol.

The Chinese defense lines in Jehol 
crumbled and the Japanese advance 
swept on unchecked yesterday. 

Lingyuan has alréady fallen and 
Chibfeng was in the hands of the in- 
vader. 

The column which started from 
Chinchow, Manchuria, capturing lei- 
piao, Chaoyang and Lingyuan has 
progressed to -a point less than 75 
miles from Jeho] City. 

Japanese planes were reported to 
have dropped bombs on the new air- 
drome outside the capital. 

Dr. W. W. Yen, Dr. Wellington 
Koo and Quo Tai-chi sent a cablegram 
to Nanking submitting their resigna- 
tions as the Chinese representatives 
at Geneva. 

In their opinion, they said, the 
scene of action has shifted from Ge- 
neva to Jehol and their services no 
longer are needed. 


JAPAN’S INVADING ARMY 
BREAKS THROUGH DEFENSE 


CHINCHOW, Manchuria, March 2. 
(/)—Japan’s invadir” army has bro- 
ken through the strongest Chinese 
defenses and tonight was less than 
75 miles from Jehol City. 

The 16th infantry whnder Genera! 
Tadashi Kawahara poured into Ling- 
yuan this morning, passed through 
without stopping, captured the town 
of Ssutaoling, a few miles west, and 
kept right on to Pekung, on the motor 
highway which leads to the capital. 

General Kunizo Matsuda, command- 
ing the 11th infantry, moved down 
from the north, having captured 
Chienping, to join General Kennosuke 
Mogi’s 4th cavalry which was waiting 
at Chihfeng.

JAPANESE QUAKE 
TAKES HEAVY TOLL 


A death toll of several hundreds was 
indicated today on the basis of first 
casualty reports from the earthquake 
and tidal wave which caused destruc- 
tion throughout northeastern Japan 
early this morning and was felt along 
the entire eastern coast, 
Tokyo. 

The prefectures of Iwate and Mi- 


yagi, in the northeast, were the hard- 
est hit. The town of Omoto, on the 


coast of Iwate, reported more than 
100 dead. | 

At Tanohata, near OQOmoto, there 
were 12 known dead and 45 missing. 
At Fudai, in the same vicinity, one 
person was known to have been 
killed and many. were missing. 

The tidal wave claimed the ma- 
jority of the victims. Tokyo felt the 
quake but there were no reports of 


any material damiage nor of casualties.

The president-elect’s wife said she 
and her family would not attend the 
inaugural ball or the unemployment 
benefit concert, and she cancelled her 
attendance at the electors’ dinner and 
the reception for govgrnors. The 
luncheon for 500 guests at the White 
House Saturday will be cancelled. 

Mrs. Roosevelt said the scheduled 
tea for 2,000 guests would be held 
inauguration day, 

“We want to do everything to show 
our respect for Senator Walsh and 
our grief at his death,”* said’ Mrs. 
Roosevelt. “We feel it would not 
be fair. however. not to receive at the 
White House all those who have come 
to Washington to see us and the 
White House and might not have an 
opportunity to come again.”

A motion made and seconded by J.

If additional 
cuts are mandatory when new budg- 
ets are prepared, they will te ab- 
sorbed in subsequent pay rolls, ac- 
cording to the tentiment of the group. 

Atlanta banks will be asked to ad- 
vanc: t* funds on the basis of the 
revised city finance sheet, if plans 
of the joint committee are carried 
out. 
The revised finance sheet is regard- 
ed as being about $317,000 out of 
balance because of the legislative en- 
actment forcing an increase of from 
26 to 30 per cent of the city’s reve- 
nue for school purposes, members of 
the joint committee expressed belief 
that banks would extend the credit on 
the representations of the joint group 
that the city would live within its 
income for the year.

CHINESE DISHES 


Chinese food may be very 
quickly prepared, making it ideal 
for the business woman's party. 
Chop sticks will help break 
down reserve among your guests. 
Shrimp chop suey is sure to 
delight the fastidious luncheon 
guest. f 
The weekly bridge-luncheon or 
meetings of the dinner club bring vex- 
ing problems to some hostesses. But 
not to that clever person who de- 
lights her guests by introducing a 
Chinese atmosphere into the occasion. 

Chop suey or chow mein are rapid- 


ly becoming more popular, and with 
the essential ingredients available in 
handy tins and bottles, there is none 
of the fuss or bother which makes the 
usual party menu such an arduous 
task. 

Too, chop suey or chow mein give 
the excuse for “something different” 
in the way of table decorations, which, 
to carry out thé Chinese motif, may 
be obtained at small cost in any sta- 
tionery stOre. 

One clever hostess recently height- 
ened the Chinese atmosphere of her 
luncheon by the use of artificial iris 
and chrysanthemums in low bowls. 
The names of her guests were in- 
scribed vertically on the place cards 
in fantastic characters simulating Chi- 
nese lettering. 

To prepare a luncheon for a bridge 
foursome, or’for “three tables.” is a 
matter of hardly more than 10 min- 
utes. -For instance, to make sub gum 
chop suey, simply get a can of mixed 
Chinese and domestie vegetables. It 
contains succulent bamboo — shoots. 
bean sprouts and water chestnuts, im- 
ported from China,’ with mushrooms 
and sweet peppers, sliced and blended 


according to ancient Chinese recipes, 
| Or, should you prefer plain or fine 
cut chop svey, use bean sprouts in- 


stead of mixed vegetables. Thus, with 
a can opener, a little fresh or left- 
over meat, some celery and onion, a 
little heating is all that is necessary. 

The simple method of preparing 


chop sey or chow mein—the latter is 


merelly chop sney served with noodles 
—is as follows: 
Chop Suey or Chow Mein. 

Three tablespoons fat, 1 cup diced 
raw pork, veal, chicken or sea food: 
1-2 cup fine cut onions (if desired), 
1 1-2 cups celery, ent in small pieces; 
1 can mixed vegetables or bean 
sprouts, drained; 1-2 teaspoon salt, 
1-2 cup water, 38 level tablespoons 
cornstarch, 1 teaspoon brown shuce or 
sugar, 2 tablespoons soy sauce. 

Heat fat in skillet, add meat and 
onions and fry ‘quickly until meat is 
seared, but never browned, burned or 
scorched, Add celery, water, salt. and 
dash of pepper. Cover and boil for 
four minutes. Then stir in mixed 
vegetables or bean sprouts and heat 
thoroughly. Mix cornstarch, brown 
sauce and soy sauce with two table- 
spoons of liquid from cooking mix- 
ture. Stir until smooth and then 
blend with the chop suey, stirring 
constantly to prevent burning. Serve 
piping hot with cooked rice for chop 
suey, or with friend noodles’ with 
chow mein if. desired. 

One teaspoon sugar may be used 
instead of the brown sauce. If this 


is done, use three tablespoons of soy 


sauce instead of two. 

Many cooks serve julienned white 
meat of chicken and little spring 
onions with the chow mein. By no 
means neglect to serve plenty of Chi- 
nese tea and if possible in tiny cups 
without handles. An another little 
point which will help mark yon as 
a true Chinese hostess—have little 
side dishes in which each guest can 
mix soy sauce and prepared mustari, 
which in turn will be used as indi- 
vidual seasoning. 

Ofttimes formality can be dispelled 
among the guests, if a sizable group 
is being entertained, by the use of 
chop ‘sticks. 


PIERRE DE LANUX 
TO SPEAK SUNDAY 


BEFORE SPELMAN 


Pierre De Lanux, pee. Fe of the 
Paris office of the League of Nations, 
will speak at Spelman College Sunday 
under the joint auspices of Atlanta 
University and Spelman College. The 
address will be given at the vesper 


service, which is held in Sisters chapel 
at 3 o'clock, and to which the public 
is. invited. 

M. De Lanux is making his third 
American lecture tour under the aus- 
pices of the League of Nations As- 
sociation. He has had a varied career 
as war correspondent in the Balkans, 
with the French ambulance corps, an 
official to the United States in charge 
of liaison with Czechs, Poles, Jugo- 
slavs and Rumanians; on the staff of 
Andre Tardieu during the Paris peace 
conference, and author of several 
hooks. His “Life of Henry IV,” which 
was published in Paris in 1927, was 
hailed as one of the most brilliant 


biographies of the year. 

In 1923 M. De Lanux organized the 
French “Comite d’Action pour la 5o- 
ciete des Nations,’ and proved to he 
an indefatigable worker, speaking in 
literally hundreds of towns: on the 
subject of the pacifie union of the 
world. This work was such a distinct 
contribution that in 1924 M. De La- 
nux was appointed director of the 
Paris office of the League of Nations, 
a task which calls for co-ordinating 
the French associations dealing with 
international affairs, supplying infor- 
mation to the public and the. press, 
and furnishing material to such pub- 
lications as the League of Nations 
Chronicle, the New York Times, 
Europe Nouvelle and the Euro- 
paische Revue.

CULPEPPER SEEKS 
AID OF BUSINESS 
FOR LEGISLATORS 


The state will be.in a bad fix if the 
businessmen of the community dont 
get behind the legislature, Wesley 
Culpepper, chairman of the appropria- 
tions committee of the general assem- 
bly, told the members of the City Club 
at their luncheon on Thursday at the 
Winecoff hotel. He spoke on “Appro- 
priations and Taxes.” 

“Insidious interests are at work 
over there, although I shall not men- 
tion any names,” Mr, Culpepper said. 
“Yau businessmen must edicate these 
legislators from the country on- their 
duties. They come up here thinking 
that the utilities are rolling in money, 
and want to tax them to death.” 

He said he would favor a sales tax 
if other taxe4, such as the ad valorem 
tax, were done away with, and if the 
proceeds were allocated to education, 
but he was opposed to the movement 
to take the tax off real estate. Walter 
Sims, senator from this district, was 
author of such a measure, Mr. Cul- 
pepper said. 

Mr. Culpepper said he feared Gov- 
ernor Talmadge had overestimated the 
state’s income at $8.500,000. The 
state's deficit of $2.500,000, he added, 
began when the University of Georgia 
authorities and the common schools 
got together on their annual appropri- 
ations fight. 

Mr. Culpepper said that appropria- 
tions were really made by allocation, 
which he did not-tonsider a good sys- 
tem. He added that the legislative 
dispute over the tag bill was delaying 
necessary legislation.

Goes to All Quarters of Globe 


ATHENS, Ga., March 2.—Every‘ 
man to his hobby. Sam Woods, who 
sells an oil company’s products here 
during the day, spends the night gath- 
ering news from the four quarters of 
mother earth for the weekly publica- 
tion, Rotary News, published by the 
Athens Rotary Club. In all proba- 
bility, this publication has the widest 
international contact of any news 
sheet in the south. In 1929 the Athens 
Rotary News was called the best Ro- 
tary publication in the sixty-ninth 
district by Joel Chandler Harris Jr., 
son of the famous author of “Uncle 
Remus.” At that time Mr. Harris was 
editing Rotary in Atlanta. Quoting 
from Rotarian Harris: 

“The editor has made the Athens 
Rotary News home-like, bringing into 
it thé personal touch of the members 
of his club. The bulletin is always 
filled with interesting news about the 
members.” A recent weekly letter from 
Rotary International states that the 
Athens Rotary News is “the best club 
bulletin.” * 

International contact ‘started with 
him back in 1925, when Dr. Harvey 
Cabaniss was president of the Athens 
club, with Abit Nix as district gov- 
ernor. Reading the convention’s pro- 
ceedings covering the _ international 
meeting at Denver, Editor Woods 
quoted in his publication talks made 
by Charles Kingston, lord mayor of 
Brighton, England; Charles Rhodes, 
operator of gold mines, Auckland, New 
Zealand, and Herbert P. Choates, 
South America Rotary governor at 
Montevideo, Uruguay. 

These contacts made with three out- 
standing Rotarians, in different parts 
of the world, started a correspond- 
ence that has now reached 22 coun- 
tries of the world. At the Chicago con- 
vention held in June, 1930, Charles 
Kingston, Herbert Coates and Editor 
Woods met for the first time. Herbert 
Choates asked that Rotary News be 
sent to Fred W. Sibley at Saltburn 
By the Sea, Yorkshire, England.

Sibley was an additional contact, and 
in a letter to the Athens Club, he 
mentioned that his only child, a son, 
Douglas Sibley, was embarking to 
New Zealand for the purpose of locat- 
ing in that country. Editor Woods, re- 
plying to this letter, advised Sibley 
to have his son, on arrival in New 
Zealand, to look up Charles Rhodes, 
of Auckland, who headed large business 
interests in that country besides gold 
mining. Charles Rhodes kept open 
house every Friday when his friends 
gathered for round-table discussions 


Pon Rotary matters. To this home 


Douglas Sibley called with his father’s 
letter, and Rotary News, as an intro- 
duction. Rhodes wrote Editor Woods 
regarding young Sibley’s visit. stating 
that he Was impressed with the Eng- 


lish . 

Right after this meeting, the elder 
Sibley wrote Sam Woods that Charles 
Rhodes had set his son up in busi- 
ness. This was during the Vienna- 
Austria international convention with 
Fred Sibley meeting for the first time 
Abit Nix, who was attending the con- 
vention as an international! director. 
Fred Sibley told Abit Nix the story 
of his personal experience of interna- 
tional contact with Nix’s club and a 
year later, while visiting in Brno, 
Czecho-Slovakia, he sent the Athens 
club the flag of that country, which 
now hangs in their clubroom. Mr. 
Sibley, the latter part of this year, is 
to retire from business and will go to 
live with his son at Auckland. 

Charles Kingston, lord mayor of 
Brighton, had asked Sam Woods be- 
fore the Ostend convention to name 
the Athens delegates who would at- 
tend that convention and also the 
hotel they would quarter in. E. L. 
Secrest, Y. M. ©. A. secretary, Univer- 
sity of Georgia, was the delegate, 
and on his arrival in the Belgian 
city, Kingston got Mr. Secrest’s prom- 
ise to return by England as his house 
guest, which he did, for a most en- 
joyable reception for a week-end.

CORN AS AUTO FUEL 
SEEN BY SCIENTISTS 


I6wan Says Grain Alcohol 
Makes Better Fuel Than 
Plain Gas. 


AMES, Iowa, March 2.—(#)— 
Large-scale use of grain alcohol as a 
motor fuel component is-seen by lowa 
State College scientists as a potential 
major factor toward farm relief. 

Economists, chemists and engineers 
of the college, studying conversion of 
agricultural products into alcohol for 
such use, see a chance to remove a 
maximum of 350,000,000 bushels of 
eorn and other cereals from the food 
market. 

This, says Dean Charles FE. Friley, 
of the industrial science division of the 
college, would be “enough to produce 
a definite increase in prices of agri- 
cultural products.” 

Tests of gasoline-alcohol blends of 
various compositions have in general 
proved satisfactory from all stand- 
points, Dean Friley reports.

While arrangements were being 
made for them to meet again tomor- 
row, the president cancelled his pas- 
sage from New York Saturday for 
Panama and the Pacific coast. 


It was stated formally at the White 
House that Mr. Hoover would spend 
several days in an unnamed New York 
hotel attending to “personal matters” 
and to affairs incident to three charit- 
able organizations founded by him. 
He hopes to catch the next boat for 
Panama. 

What the president and president- 
elect may discuss at the White House 
tomorrow was not disclosed by presi- 
dential aides, but in entirely reliable 
quarters it was stated that the two 
men had several “personal matters” 
to talk over and that the conversa- 
ion might extend further. 

Mrs. Roosevelt will accompany the 
president-elect and the call has been 
set tentatively for the late afternoon. 
They probably will meet in the red 
room, where Mr. Roosevelt and Mr. 
Hoover already hare held two his- 
toric talks, 

Possibly tea will be served and the 
visit may extend for. half an hour 
Or more. In the past it has been 
the custom for the wives of the incom- 
ing and outgoing presidents to remain 
with theig husbands during such a call, 
but all plans for tomorrow's meeting 
were tentative and somewhat indefi- 
nite tonight. 

As these arrangements gradually 
took shape, the White House main- 
tained its tempo of high speed ac- 
tivity. 

A iong line of visitérs and conferees 
awaited him at the executive offices 
when he arrived nearly an hour later 
than usual, and continued _ steadily 
throughout the day. 

Outside, workmen rushed to put the 
finishing touches on the expansive 
grandstands in front of the White 
House, built for the inaugural parade, 
Loudspeaker equipment was tested by 
radio companies, filling the White 
House grounds wtih sound, while 
workmen festooned the president’s 
seat of honor with live green vines 
to which artificial flowers were at- 
tached. The scund of hammers was 
heard inside the White House also 
as packing for the Hoovers’ depar- 
ture was continued. 

Mr. Hoover was to have sailed from 
New York Saturday evening aboard 
the liner Pennsylvania, which was to 
have been held for him several hours 
beyond its customary sailing time. 

Within the past 48 hours, White 
House aides denied formally reports 
that the president might cancel his 
sailing, but definite announcement of 
the move was made late in the day. 

Heavily Guarded, 

The last day at home in New York 
was uneventful. The challenging na- 
tional situation confronting him re- 
ceived attention at a morning confer- 
ence with AVilliam H. Woodin. his 
secretary of the treasury. but ther 
was no announcement about this mee 
ing by either. 

Mr. Woodin deferred his departure 
for Washington until tomorrow. 

A big army truck stood outside the 
Fast Sixty-fifth street home most of 
the day as soldiers stripped the white 
stone front building of its belongings 
for transportation to Washington. 

He left his town house shortly aft- 
er 4 p. m: and was guarded by some

CHICAGO, March 2.—(4)—Brob- 
dingnag, the land Gulliver found 
where men were as tall as church 
steeples, will have a biological coun- 
terpart in Chicago this summer by 
magnifying Lilliputia. 

A room in Century of Progress 
hall of science will fulfill those night- 
mares wherein fantastic creatures, 
ugly, mishapen, and with teeth like 
piano keyboards, lumber after you. 

Dr. Jay Pearson, in charge of bio- 
logical exhibits at the World's Fair, 
which opens June 1, today announced 
completion of arrangements for stag- 
ing movies, many times magnified, of 
the protozoa, invisible single celled 
animals that hve all about us, but of 
which few are aware. 

Impresario of the performances will 
be Dr. George Roemert, one-time,stu- 
dent of the famous German biologist, 
Richard Hertwig, and now a resident 
of New York. 

Dr. Roemmert has perfected a meth- 
od for projecting on a screen or wall 
these tiny forms of life that. pulse in 
a drop of water from a flower vase, 
a stagnant pond, or the scrapings from 
a green-coated stone. 

Take an imaginary walk through 
the “protozoaquarium,” the chamber 
of horrors and wonders as explained 
by Dr. Pearson. 

On four walls in the room, the 
micrometropolises that are drops of 
water and grains of dirt appear a 
thousand times enlarged, their resi- 
dents unwitting actors, eating, swim- 
ing and killing. 

J.ike fish in an aquarium, grotesque, 
multiformed creatures move on the 
screens. They range from the sim- 
plest unicellular kinds through cell 
colonies up to small crustaceans, 
minute cousins of the dinner table 
lobster. 

The spectator gets a clear concep- 
tion of the cell, unit ofall living 
matter, by seeing it as an entity, real- 
izes how nature carries her blending 
of colors and working of designs to 
fractions, wielding brushes and trow- 
els infinitesimal in size. 

Life is pretty complicated, even for 
protozoa. On one screen’ tragedy 
strikes. 

Here, all the world’s a stage and its 
inhabitants mostly* slavers. A_ school 
of paramecia paddle about, shaped like 
old shoes, their cilia, fringes on their 
sides, propelling them through the 
water like many-oared Roman = gal- 
leys, 

Enter the villian! Didinum he is 
called, or great nose animalcule. When 
Didinum and Paramecium get in the 
same drop of water. trouble develops 
as inevitably as when a cat : and 
mouse are placed in the same cage.

Growers of cotton then would be 
petitioned to cut their production im- | 
mediately by 30 per cent or more from 
the standpoint of quantity, with 
shates in the pool allocated to each 
in proportion to the amount of théir 
reduction. Profits would be given them 
from funds estimated to accrue from 
the difference in the price at pres- 
ent. and the difference on August 10, 
under the decreased supply. 

Huge Losses in Cotton. 

A total of $3,000,000.000 has been | 
lost by tbe cotton business since the | 
start of the depression, Smith said, | 
adding that if this sum could be re-| 
gained even in part it would start the 
wheels moving faster. , 

In many of the depressions of the 
past, he asserted, cotton has “led the 
way out.” 

Secretary Hyde told newspapermen 
that he had been hopeful of some ac- 
tion by congress upon his plan for the 
government to lease lands from farm- 
ers on agreement that none of ‘their 
Jand would be planted in cotton, corn, 
wheat or other cereals.

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Frances Perkins Outlines 
Plans as Labor Secretary 


Woman Cabinet Member 
Eager To Take Up New 
Duties, Unalarmed by 
Federation’s Attitude. 


By WALTER TRUMBULL. 

NEW ORK, March 2.—Frances 
Perkins, first woman ever to be se- 
lected for a cabinet position in the 
United States, sat behind her large 
desk smartly costumed in a black dress 
and hat and outlined her ambitious 
plans as the next secretary of labor. 

Miss Perkins, gesturing with ex- 
traordinarily- well shaped hands and 
locking and oe long, artistic 
fingers, also made reply to the state- 
ment of William Green, head of the 
American Federation of Labor, that 
he and his organization were bitterly 
disappointed by’ her appointment. 

“Mr. Green and the American Fed- 
eration of Labor are entirely within 
their rights,” she said. “I am very 
vlad they expressed themselves openly 
and frankly. It creates a more whole- 
some situation and I do not in any 
way regard it as an expression of ill 
will against me.” , 

Miss Perkins went on to say there 
was nothing in Mr. Green’s statement 
which would indicate that the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor would not 
co-operate with her department and 
declared she believed it would be am- 
ieable co-operation. She said she and 
Mr. Green were friends of long stand- 


ing and that she held him in high re- 


gard. 
Will Go to See Him. 

“If he or any other official of the 
Federation of Labor does not come to 
see mie,” said the pleasant, fine look- 
ing woman who was born in Boston 
50 years ago, “I shall certainly go to 
see them at the earliest opportunity.” 

With her sure selection of words 
and enunciating clearly in a full, 
pleasant voice, Miss Perkins added 
that she could not help but feel grati- 
fied by the fact that the heads of la- 
bor in 35 states had not only sent her 
their congratulations. but assured her 
of their support. This, she believed. 
was the result of the knowledge and 
mutual confidence developed .in the 
past 15 years. 

Miss Petkins wears gold-rimmed 
nose glasses for reading purposes and 
has a habit of taking them off and 
twirling them on their chain. Her long 
thumbs would denote determination to 
any palmist. but, like any ether wom- 
an, when she closes her fist for em- 
phasis, she frequently folds her thumb 
inside. She has brown, alert eyes, 
soft, brown hair, which waves back 
under her hat, and an extremely sen- 
sitive and mobile mouth. She also 
has a sense of humor. She said, for 
example: 

Just “eels “Odd.” 

“T certainly shal: not try to be a 
school .mistress to congress,” and 
again, when she was asked how she 
felt concerning her appointment: “I 
feel a little odd; although you won't 
know what I mean by that. word, un- 
less you happen to come from New 
England.”

word did convey. “Odd,” she replied, 
“to a New Englander, just means odd. 
There isn’t any other word for it.” 

In regard to her plans for her de- 
partment in Washington, Miss Perkins 
asserted she would build up the statis- 
tical department. She intends to do 
so along the lines suggested by a com- 
mittee to be appointed by the Ameri- 
can Statistical Association. She was 
emphatic in stating that no reports on 
unemployment would be colored. She 
said they would be “prompt, regular 
and candid.” She further intends to 
revamp the entire federal employment 
systam. But, she also said, the gov- 
ernment alone can .not govern, and 
she realized all government in the 
United States must be a. combination 
of federal and state powéts. 

Miss Perkins said she was in favor 
of minimum wage boards, to be estab- 
lished in communities where each git- 
uation could be considered separately. 
A minimum wage of one community 
might not be the minimum wage need- 
ed in another. She spoke highly of a 
bill which touches this subject intro- 
duced in the New York legislature at 
the instance of Governor Lehman. On 
the matter of her inimigration policy, 
Miss Perkins said: 

Must Study Policies. 


‘The Bible I have to go by is the | 
Wickersham report, which recommend- | 


ed boards to exercise discretion under 
proper safeguards, in the handling of 
aliens. 1 am going to make a study 
of the immigration policy, as well as 
many other things which I must 
learn.” 

Aside from a basic minimum wage, 
Miss Perkins believes firmly in short- 
er hours and at least one day’s rest 
a week. From this latter, she thinks 
there should be no exemptions, and she 
believes a real enforcement of such a 
measure would provide more work 
than is now realized by anyone. 

Miss Perkins is actually Mrs. Paul 
Wilsen, but her official name in Wash- 
ington undoubtedly will be Frances 
Perkins. That is the namegby which 
she is known and the name under 
which she has done her long and splen- 
did work. It will simplify matters 
immeasurably for her to continue to 
use it, 

The name has been confirmed by 
the New York senate and the state 
comptroller. She signs and gets her 
checks under that name and, as she 
says, the banks never have refused to 
cash one yet. 

Able Administrator. 

Miss Perkins never was a candidate 
for the post of secretary of labor, but 
there is no doubt in the minds of 
those who know her that she will ad- 
minister it. ably. Asked as to her 
social life in Washington, she replied: 

“I cannot imagine in times such as 
these that the social life of the secre- 
'tary of labor will be very extensive. 
But,” she added, “I always like to 
see my friends.” 

Miss Perkins plans to send a good 
deal of her time in the field. She 
hopes to see and study for herself 
‘labor econditions and problems in the 
larger centers of population, especial- 
ly those with which she is not already 
familiar. 

Being a New Englander, she does 
not like to discuss her personal af- 
fairs, and, in fact, she will not. She 
has given up playing tennis as too 
'strenuous, but will play golf, “if it 
is convenient and the course is not 
'too far away.” She likes art, not es- 
| pecially etchings; as often reported, 
but paintings made with a bold brush,

Hartsfield, Seis Clarify . 
Attitudes on Legislation 


A plea for harmony in matters of 
local legislation to avoid consuming 
time of the Fulton delegation in pure- 
ly local wrangling to the exclusion of 
matter state-wide importance in 
which :ton is vitally interested, 
was made Thursday night.in a state- 
ment by Representative William B. 
Hartsfield. 


Senator Walter A. Sims, of At- 
lanta, who had announced his inten- 
tion of “killing” bills of the local 
delegation, gave out a statement out- 
lining his position in local legislation 
in explanation of his stand in the 
split with the Fulton members of the 
house, 

Representative Hartsfield'’s | state- 
ment, including the view that there 
is need for some sort of home rule 
legislation, was as follows: 

Charges Big Lobbies. 

“I do not believe the people of 

Fulton county want me to allow local 


squabbles to interfere with my duty 
in the matter of state-wide legislation 
and tax bills now pending, in which 
this great county is more concerned 
than any other portion of our state. 

“Local legislation in the house re- 
quires the unanimous consent of the 
delegation and in the case of Atlanta 
it requires the consent of both the 
Fulton and DeKalb delegations or six 
men. Many things I may personally 
favor mfy never see the light of day 
on this’ account, and my colleagues 
are similarly situated. 

“The lobbies of the capitol are full 
of local groups, each trying to sway 
members of the delegation one way or 
another, and often for selfish pur- 
poses and sometimes with the de- 
liberate intent of promoting discord. 

Hits Arbitrary Action. 

“Out of this muck of conflicting 
views I have tried to do what little 
I could to reconcile and bring all to 
a common viewpoint, The people are 
the innocent sufferers when public of- 
ficers adopt any arbitrary stand and 
refuse to reconcile and agree for the 
publie good. 

“The need for some sort of home- 
rule “legislation, which will forever 
remove these troublesome matters 
from the general assembly, was never 
more apparent. 

“There is such a_ constitutional 
amendment now pending in the 
house. The authors have agreed to 
allow me to amend it by providing 
that local governments shall never be 
allowed to tax or bond themselves 
without legislative, supervision, and 
when’ this is done the bill becomes 
entirely acceptable and I intend to 
fight for its passage. 2 

“The matter of the state’s finances 
is of grave concern to Fulton county, 
whieh pays over a fourth of the bill. 
In addition, general tax measures are 
now pending which are of vital im- 
purtance to our great county and 
which involve the very life or death 
of our business interests and thou- 
sands of our taxpayers. 

“All good legislation is a matter 
of mutual agreement and compromise 
and no official has the right to try 
to rule or ruin. For my part I pur- 
pose to try—to get along with all of 
my colleagués, both in the house and 
senate, for the public good. 

Deplores “Wrangling.” 

“To be continually jockeying around 
for political advantage a making 
faces at each other simply results in 
no substantial service to the people— 
lowers the dignity of the office and 
‘subjects the Fulton delegation in the 


house and senate to the ridicule of the’!

“I realize that under existing con- 


ditions, local legislation must be han- 
died as a parteof my duties, but above 


all I do not intend to become engaged

Idealism as America’s Salvation 


Seen by Duttield, Princeton Head 


America will work out of the de- 
pression not through materialism but 
through idealism, Edward D. Duffield, 
president of the Prudential Insurance 
Company of America and acting presi- 
dent of Princeton University, told 
members of the Princeton Alumni As- 
sociation of Georgia, assembled at the 
Atlanta Athletic Club Thursday night 
for their annual dinner. 

“America must regain its belief in 
the fundamentals upon which lasting 
things are built.” Mr. Duffield said in 
talking to the alumni of Old Nassau. 
“We must regain the ideals of culture 
instead of cash. We must regain con- 
fidence in the keeping of mutual ob- 
ligations. upon which all credit is 
built. And it is on the idealism of 
the youth of the country that this 
regeneration will be founded. ‘The 
men of middle age are too concreted, 
too set in their way to make this great 
change.” 

Mr. Duffield spoke briefly of the 
causes to which he attributed the 
crash of 1929 which preceded the de- 
pression of the 1930's, 


“T am not sure but that the depres- 
sion in 1929 was worse than it is to- 
day,” he said. 
spiritual depression which preceded 
the actual crash. The real things— 
honor, integrity, sense of mutual obli- 
gation—in those days were gone from 
business. We were all trying to grasp 
temporary things and had forgotten 
the lasting, permanent things. 

“To come out of this depression we 
will al] have to correct those spiritual 
things before we can correct our eco- 
nomic ills. And I believe that men 
are coming to this realization that 
we cannot have confidence in business 
unless we have credit and trust and 
honor and integrity. 

“The future of this nation and of 
every nation rests in its youth, for 
only youth has the idealism to stand 
fast to truths and to live up to hopes 
and aspirations.”

Did you ever get sentenced to be 
hung and then get a reprieve from the 
governor, just as you were on your 
way to the chair about to call it a 
day? Probably my readers in that 


iline are limited and the comparison is 


wasted. 

But stretch your imagination and 
just think you were in that fix. Then 
you will get some idea of the way Mrs. 
J. T. Daniel and the writer felt in 


the wee small hours of Thursday morn- 


ing just after*the completion of the 
mixed pair championship. We had 
a nice score in the afternoon and 
started the evening session in good 
shape. At the three-quarter post we 
felt we had a good chance to win. 
Then disaster after disaster overtook 
us and we staggered down the stret¢eh. 
In race track parlance we just lasted 
to win. So bad had we done on the 


last dozen boards that we thought if 
we finished fifth we would be lucky. 
Then came the announcement that we 
had topped the night's play with 162 
points, which, added to our 76 of 
the afternoon, carried us in front of 
Mrs. E. E. David and Sidney Smith 


by 7 1-2 points. Mr. and Mrs. Billy 
Barrett were third with 216 1-2 
points; Dr. and Mrs. Charles Hall 
Jr, 216; Mrs. William Coleman and 
Joe Rosenfield, 213. 

I don’t think I was ever as sur- 
prised and I can truthfully say that 
I firmly believe the same applies to 
Mrs. Daniel. We must have had a 
larger score in the early play of the 
final session than we thought. for we 
certainly had many a bad board at 
the finish. To score 238 points’ in 
such a fast field as the one we faced 
in that 5l-board grind and to finish

Daniel is not playing in the team-of- 
four tournament which starts Friday 
afternoon and that there are several 
other very fine players yet unteamed. 
Chis event is one of the fastest in the 
series of four down for decision in 
the Georgia state tournament for this 
year, and will certainly provide the 
finest test of bridge. 

No mention could be made of the 
mixed pair without stress being 
placed on the exceedingly fine show- 
ing made by Mrs. William Coleman 
and Joe Rosenfield in the afternoon 
session of that event. They set such 
a dazzling pace over those 17 boards 
that they led the field by 14 points.

he seldom remains anonymous. 
Most of us know our enemies; that 
is private individuals do. If any- 
one tells you of an anonymous let- 
ter that he has received, almost in- 
variably he tells you whom he sus- 
pects of having written it. The 
public man hasn’t the same .oppor- 
tunity to fasten the blame on an 
individual but as you suggest he 
gets case-hatdened to receiving such 
communications and it doesn’t mat- 
ter so much to him who the au- 
thors of them may be. 


Just as the criminal frequently 
drops his cap, his pencil, or some 
other ineriminating evidence at the 
scene of his crime, so the person that 
would hide behind anonymity usually 
drops some tell-tale clue either in the 
letter or in a subsequent personal 
contact, But even before the clue is 
found, the cowardly masquerader has 
drawn suspicion to himself. We in- 
stinctively recognize sly and sneaking 
tendencies in our acquaintances and 
friends. You can look into the eyes 
of a sincere person and know he is 
sincere. You can hear him talk and 
be convinced of his truthfulness. You 
can watch his reactions to people and 
events, and measure his personal in- 


| tegrity. You can observe his method 


of dealing with people and know sure- 
ly that he can be trusted. 


By the same tokens we look into 
the eyes of a sneak and know he is 
a sneak. We hear him talk and every 


‘ness and, oh. how the brave man does 
| despise a coward! ' 
that is born brave despises him. But 


his sincerity. We watch his reac- 
tions to people and events and we get 
a good line on his dishonesty, we look 
at him as he deals with his fellows 
and measure his cowardice. Then we 
are ready for him. When he drops the 
clue we march right to his frent door 
to accuse him. Not literally, perhaps, 
but figuratively. 


The anonymous letter-writer is in 
a similar position to the incarcer- 
ated criminal. He is shut in by his 
cowardice and his deceit. He can’t 
come out into the open because of 
his own inhibitions. Then he must 
saw his way out in the dark or 
stick a. knife into the guard if he 
is to get out. He is more often 
than otherwise detected in his feeble 
effort. Then pity him. 


Cowardice is a contemptible weak- 
At least, the man 
the brave man that is not born brave, 


the man who has overcome his fear 
feels a profound pity for him. Your 


anonymous letter-writer is at heart a 
coward. He is more tormented by -the | 
consciousness of his cowardice than) 
he can torment you by the exhibition | 
of it. Then forget him. This is the | 
kindest thing you can do for him and | 
the most comforting thing you can do | 


for yourself.

Extraordinary Play 


Occasionally a hance is dealt at the 
Contract table that seems to defy all 
principles of correct play as laid down 
in the textbooks and as exemplified 
by master players of the game. For 
instance, we have all mastered the 
principle of finesse, which is a man- 
euver for pvesition in order to limit 
or perhaps entirely eliminate losers in 
a certain suit. Of course, any man- 
euver for position in Bridge involves 
the question of entries, and the tactics 
of play must be governed by the exi- 
gencies of the occasion. ‘Thus, in play- 
ing a hand at a suit bid, if the Open- 
ing lead reduces the security of our 
trump fortr-ss by forcing a trump 
from the Declaring Hand, the player 
playing the combined hands may be 
forced to devise rather startling tac- 
ties to assure the safety of his con- 
tract. 

An illustration of this occurred re- 
cefitly in an unusual deal in a Dupli- 
cate game at Crockford’s Club, New 
York, in which generally a game con- 
tract in spades was reached, but only 


tain the taking of a diamond trick 
could be deferred. Again a heart was 
led and «gain the Declarer trumped. 
thus reducing his trumps to the King 
alone. However, if trumps were not 
too badly divided and the Declarer 
could find one key-card in the South 
hand, he kal a chance, for his contract.

Mrs. Walsh revealed that the sena- 
tor had not been well for several days. 
She related tha. he suffered several 
attacks while in Florida, but said 
physicians there tolc her they were 
eansed by indigestiou, r 

Dr. Harry TL. Merryday, of Day- 
tona Beach. Fla.. who attended the 
senator twice during his 24-hour stay 
there, said he found Walsh suffering 
from a mild angina pectoris and in- 
testinal indigestion. 

“T advised him to stay in bed and 
not try to continue his trip but he 
declared he had to go on,” the physi- 
cian said. 

The death certificate, signed by Dr. 
M. A. Pittman, of Wilson, who board- 
ed the train there, said of the death: 

“Cause nnknown; possibly coronary 
thrombosis.” 

Dr. Pittman expressed belief that 
failure of blood vessels to the heart, 
apoplexy or some circulation failure 
was the cause. 

As news of Senator Walsh’s death 
spread arouhd the world, his widow 
began to receive hundreds of telegrains 
of condolence. Among the first were 
messages from President Hoover, pres!- 
dent-elect Roosevelt and Harry F. 
Guggenheim, United States ambassa- 
dor to Cuba.

WASHINGTON, March 2.—(4)— 
Efforts on the part of the Georgia 
congressional delegation to put forth 
Senator Walter F. George for the 
ost of attorney general in the new 
Roosevelt cabinet, following the sud- 
den death of the attorney general-des- 
ignate, Senator “Thomas J. Walsh, of 
Montana, died aborning today when 
the Georgia senator himself vetoed 
the movement. 

At a meeting preliminary to the 
main democratic caucus over the 
speakership, the Georgia group laid 
plans for passing resolutions formally 
indorsing Senator George Vv" the cabi- 
net position, After being Informed of 
the contemplated action, however, Sen- 
ator George hastened to communicate 
with individual members and ask that 
he not be projected for the post. 

Only the personal intervention of 
the senator prevented the delegation 
from launching a movement in his be- 
half. All members from the state, 
including “the  representatives-elect, 
were prepared to make strong recom- 
mendations to President-elect Roose- 
velt in his behalf, 


At the same time, it was made 
'known that a number of the Georgia 
senator's colleagues in the upper 
‘chamber avere of the same fr: 
'mind and indicated a purpose to ] 
sent his name to Mr. Roosevelt. 

While expressing appreciation for 
the tender of indorsement, Senator 
George told members of the delega- 
tiom that he would not feel free to al- 
low his name to be considered in view 
of the fact that the president-elect 
already has named three southerners 


to his cabinet. He took the position 


that it might prove embarrassing to 


the new administration to have more 
than three members of his official 
family from the south and frankly in- 
formed his well wishes that if Gover- 
nor Roosevelt should invite him to 
take over the department of justice 
portfolio he would not be disposed to 
accept. 

He pointed out that Virginia, South 
Carolina and Tennessee will be repre- 
sented in the cabinet, as already of- 
ficially announced, and other sections 
of the country might resent the ap- 
pointment of a fourth southern man, 
just as there might be criticism of the 
appointment of four New Englanders. 


The Georgia group met primarily 
today for the purpose of outlining a 
slate of committee assignments to be 
sought for individual members at the 
new session. Representative Carl Vin- 
son, of Milledgeville, dean of the del- 
egation, presided. 

As explained by members later, how- 
: ever, no final action was taken. Plans 

will be held in abeyance until after 
the inauguration Saturday. Expecta- 
tions are that the slate will be work- 
ed out during the interim between ad- 
journment of the present “lame duck” 
session and the date of the special 
session, not yet announced by Presi- 
dent-elect Roosevelt. 

Tentative plans call for the ad- 
vancement of Representative Eugene 
Cox, of Camilla. to a place on the 
all-powerful ways and means commit- 
tee which has had no Georgia member 
since the resignation of former Con- 
gressman Charles R. Crisp. Mr. Cox 
is now a member of the rules commit- 
tee, an assignment he would have to 
give up to go on ways and means, 

Representative Homer C. Parker, 
of the first Georgia district, which em- 
braces Savannah and a large part of 
the coastal area, probably will be put 
forward for a place on the rivers and 


re harbors committee instead of his pres- 


ent assignment to the military affairs 
body. 

Both Representative-elect Emmett 
Owgn, of Griffin, and Representative- 
elect Braswell Deen, of Alma, are un- 
derstood to nave a preference for serv- 
ice om the agriculture committee, one 
of the exclusive bodies of the house, 
and some adjustment of the conflict 
will have to be worked ont here. It 
is hardly likely that both will be given 
a place on the same committee. 

Another change contemplated in the 
present Georgia representation on ma- 
jor committees involves Congressman 
Malcolm C. Tarver, of Dalton, who 
will pe put forward for the appro- 
priations body. one of the most impor- 
tant assignments in the house organi- 
zation. Judge Tarver is now a mem- 
ber of judiciary. With the retirement 
of Representative W. C. Wright. of 
Newnan, March 4, Georgia will lose 
its place on appropriations, thus 
strengthening the Dalton man’s 
chances for the post.

HAVANA MOURNS TRAGEDY 

OF WALSH'S SUDDEN DEATH 

HAVANA, March 2.—(/)—Reports 
of the sudden death of Senator Thom- 
as J. Walsh, attorney-general-desig- 
nate in the Roosevelt cabinet, came as 
a great shock today to Cuban official 
and social circles. 

Senator Walsh was married in Cuba 
less than a week ago to Senora Mina 
Perez Chaumont de ‘Truffin. After 
civil and religious ceremonies at the 
bride's home in Marianao, a suburb. 
they left for Miama, Fla., by airplane 
en route to Washington. 

President Machado dispatched a 
message of condolence to the widow. 
while Orestes Ferrera, secretary of 
state, described the reports of the sen- 
ator's death as “shocking news.” 

Widow Collapses. 

Congress adjourned out of respect 
to his memory and the capital was 
saddened. Social and official circles 
in Havana were shocked. 

Mrs. Walsh, plunged suddenly from 
a bride’s happiness t widow's sor- 
row, bore up bra\ els. AXler her first 
hysteria, when she screamed for help 
upon finding Senator Walsh wuncon- 
scious on the floor of their compart- 
ment, she was composed until the train 
for Washington left. 

She walked calmly from the nearby 
hotel a moment after Senator Walsh's 
casket had bee’. put aboard the train, 
but upon reaching her car collapsed. 
She soon regained her composure. 

She described graphically the illness 
which her husband suffered during 
the past few days. An attack seized 
him, she said, Tuesday night after 


dinner in Darstona Beach and he com- |

plained of pains. 

“About 11 o clock he again said he 
bad a pain. I had given him some 
soda earlier. I asked him to call a 
doctor. He did not want to, but J 
called one. 

“The very nice doctor came and 
only stayed a few minutes before he 
wanted to leave. I asked him to stay. 
He and I talked. Many things, just 
to keep him. 

“About 1:30 in the morning the 
senator said he was sleepy and wanted 
to go to sleep. He said he felt bet- 
ter. I noticed the senator was pale. 

Walsh Very Pale 

“We got up yesterday. The sena- 
tor looked pale. He complained not 
of a pain but said he had a soreness 
in his chest. The doctor had assured 
me the senator did not have heart 
trouble. I think he did that to spare 
me.” 

Continuing her story, she told of 
how the attack persisted and of 
breaking a luncheon engagement so 
she could remain with the senator, 
but said he arparently was well when 
they took their train last night, al- 
though te was taking no solid food. 

“Later, about 9 o'clock, he said he 
was hungry. 

“I urged him to wait until three 
hours, until about 11 o'clock, before 
he even took orange juice. 


“The doctor in Daytona told » 


the senator had indigestion, He gave 
me medicine, a pill and a liquid, to 
give the senator a spoonful after -each 
meal. I had done so. 

“In Daytona I bought a thermome- 


ter to take his fever. Mine was brok- 
en. I wanted to see if he had a tem- 


perature. I took his fever. It was 
/normal. . 

“I fixed the senator some orange 
juice. I put it in the bathroom to 
keep it from spilling. He was like a 
baby that wanted to go to sleep. He 
turned over in his bed and I tucked 
him in. I went to sleep. 

“I knew setiina~-thes the light 
started in the window. I looked in his 
bed. He was not there.” 

Taught in Wisconsin, 

A native of Wisconsin, Senator 
Walsh, who became perhaps Mon- 
tana’s best-known citizen, cast his lot 
with that state when both he and it 
were young. 

He was born at Two Rivers. Wis. 
and was educated in the public schools 
of the state and at the University of 
Wisconsin. As a .young man he 
taught school. becoming principal of 
the high school at Sturgeon Bar, Wis. 

One of the things of which he was 
proud was a life certificate he held 
as a teacher in the schools of Wis- 
consin. 

He interrupted his career as a 
teacher to study law at the Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin, and upon receiving 
his law. degree in 1884 hegan practice 
in Redfield. S. D., with his brother, 
Henry C. Walsh. 

Six years later he temoved to 
Helena and formed the law firm of 
Walsh -& Nolan, also becoming in- 
terested in land and live stock com- 
panies. 

He soon became engaged in politics 
and in 1906 was an unsuccessful can- 
didate on the democratic ticket for 
congress. Four years later he ran for 
the senate against Senator Thomas H. 
Carter and was defeated. but was 
elected two years’ later after being 
nominated unanimously at the state 
convention as the democratie candi- 
date. He was re-elected in 1918, 1924 
and 1930. 

Senator Walsh was early regarded 
by his colleagues as one of the ablest 
attorneys in the nation. and his prose- 
cution of the famous Teapot Dome oil 
scandals in 1924 enhanced that repu- 


tation. 

Versed in parliamentary rule, he 
was chosen to preside over the na- 
tional conventions of his party in 
1924 and 1932. 

Senator Walsh’s first wife was 
Miss Eleanor C. McClements. of Chi- 
cago, whom he married in 1889. She 
died in 1917. Their daughter, Mrs. 
Geneviere Walsh Gudger, is the wife 
of Captain Charles Gudger. U. S. N.., 
who is stationed at Hampton Roads, 
Virginia.

NEW YOKK, March 2.—A tenta- 
tive plan for relieving the banking 
Situation and creating confidence in 
the minds of depositors is understood 
to have been decided upon by import- 
ant banking interests and officials of 

the United States government. 

It was because of reports concern- 
ing the principal features of this plan 
that the stock market experienced a 
sharp rally in the last hour today. 
The raliy wiped out in a large meas- 
ure substantial early declines that fol- 
lowed liquidation resulting from the 
spread ot state bankiug holidays. 

Liquidation continued to pour into 
the market from all parts of the coun- 
try and innumerable new low prices 
were made for pivotal shares. 

The general list s in the midst 
of its downward movement when buy- 
ing orders began to appear based on 
advance reports relative to the tenta- 
tive plan formulated for relieving the 
banking situation. 

BANK NOTE ISSUE. 

The important feature of the bank- 
ing pian calls for issuance of a huge 
amount of bank notes based on Unit-; 
ed States government bonds held by 
banking institutions. Provision for 
this action was created several months 
ago when the Glass-Steagall amend- 
ment was made to the federal banking 
law. 

Important banking interests and 
representatives of the government are 
said to have been holding daily con- 
ferences on measures for meeting the 
emergency banking situation and it is 
understood the plan for utilizing the 
Glass-Steagall amendment to the fed- 
eral reserve law is considered more 
desirable than a government guarantee 
of bank deposits. 

It is believed the plan now ready 
for announcement will prove success- 
ful, but failing that, nothing but 
government guarantee of bank deposits 
can be expected. 

BEARS COVER. 

Knowledge of this plan undoubtedly 
accounted for the appearance of ag- | 
gressive support in the stock market 
in the last hour. The abruptness with 
which the downward trend was re- 
versed indicated clearly something im- 
portant and constructive had been de- 
cided upon. : 

The character of the buying which 
developed and the drying up of sup- 
plies of stocks caused professional 
bears to speed up .their covering op- 
erations. 

The marked improvement which oc- 
curred in the stock market failed to be 
reflected in the market for bank 
stocks. With the exception of National 
City bank and Chase National, bank 
shares were lower at the close. 
CHRYSLER DIVIDEND OUT. 

Following the close of the stock 
market announcement was made of 
the decision of the Chrysler Motor di- 
rectorate to omit the dividend due at 
this time. The company has been mak- 
ing disbursements at the rate of $1 


a share annually but incurred large 
losses last year from operations. This 
action was fully expected’ by the. 


With bank withdrawals restricted, | 
the outlook for the motor industry is 
considered highly unfavorable, which
